Document 1 describes a plastic substrate for a display device having a layer 
formed of glass cloth impregnated with an epoxy resin, and also discloses the feature of performing a 
gas-barrier process or a hard-coat process as required. Document 1 does not describe the elasticity of 
glass fibers or hardened epoxy resin; however, documents 2 and 3 describe the general elasticity 
values of glass fibers and hardened epoxy resin, hi view of the said values, the range of elasticity p 
of >25 described in claim 1 of the present application would naturally be satisfied when a person 
skilled in the art uses typical materials. 
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
